Water, 
Light 
Traction Company, 
which 
is incor­ 
porated at $50,000. 
The incorporators 
of this company are J. B. Thompson, 
of Cortland, Harley Jack son, of Sey­ 
mour, and W . B. Holton, of Indian­ 
apolis. 
Two of these men being local 
men they are well k nown to the peo­ 
ple here. 
One of these home men tells 
the R e p u b l i c a n that the men back of 
the proposition will build and operate 
the line themselves if the subsidy 
is 
voted.

“ It m ust be adm itted by nil people 
is due ! who k now how to us« * cranberries that 
they art* the 
most healthful 
fruit on 
earth. 
I have traveled a good deal in 
this country and very seldom have got- 
t« *n a good dish of cranberry sauce or 
pie, ami this is evidence « *n« » iig!i tha t the 
m ajority «»f th« * Am erican people «1«» not 
k now how cranberries should be cook ed. 
On my trip to E urope 1 took with me 
some of our best berries to show the 
people there w hat cranberries were.

Indians Say T h a t M a ny of Their Cures 
Are Revealed to Them in Dreams. 


A young Indian who is ambitious to 
become a doctor, and finally a p rop het, 
learns from his father or other member 
of 
his 
tribe 
the nam e and 
p rop erties of some herb. 
He 
by 
p resenting 
a 
sufficient 
numlier of 
p onies to a medicine man, p revail up on 
the doctor to 
imp art the secret of 
the 
herbs to him. 
F requently Indians allege 
that the sp cret is revealed to them in a 
dream or by a bird or an animal. After 
p rocuring it the novice is p rep ared to 
begin the p ractice of medicine. 
Success 
in their op inion is only p ossible with the 
aid of the G re at Sp irit, and in order to 
invoke the help of the sup ernatural they 
resort to various sacrifices. 
F o r instance, there is the p ractice of 
ascending a butte or other elevation and 1 n ]p tf>iv 
lying with the face to the ground f o r " 
several days without food or until they 
nre comp letely exhausted. 
During this 
p eriod they p rofess to have been taught 
some song, or the G reat Sp irit converses 
with them through a weed, bird, wild 
animal or rep tile. 
T h ey frequently al­ 
lege th a t wolves come to them and howl 
and that they understand what the a n i­ 
mals say. While treating a p atient they 
{dace tobacco in 
little 
p ouches which 
they tie with sinews. 
These are {» aim­ 
ed brilliant colors and fastened to wil­ 
low sticks about the size of the shaft 
of an arrow but som ew hat longer. 
Occasionally as a substitute for these 
totems strip s of flannel are fastened to 
the top s of the sticks and p ermitted to 
flutter in the breeze. 
The sticks are 
also gayly p ainted and inserted in the 
ground or crevices of rock on top of a 
hill. This is done to gain favor with the 
G reat Sp irit and secure his assistance in 
making their p ractice successful or c ur ­ 
ing the p atient under their charge. T h e 
tobacco or flannel constitute, in fact, vo­ 
tive offerings and the custom is no doubt 
of Oriental origin. They have, of course, 
in the meantime given the p atient a con­ 
coction of medicine made from the herb 
or herbs which they esp ecially use, the 
offering to the G reat Sp irit being sim ­ 
p ly sup p lemental to the giving of medi­ 
cine but nevertheless considered a nec­ 
essary ceremony. 
T h e Indian doctors also p rofess to he 
able to dream out at will any p roblem 
which is difficult of solution during their 
waking hours. 
A fter a novice succeeds 
in effecting a sufficient number of mirac­ 
ulous cures to render him famous he 
adds p rop hecy to his curative a tta in ­ 
ments 
and 
makes 
p redictions 
as 
to 
e vents which will occur in the future.— 
Denver Field and F a r m .

likes grasses and grass roots, and has 
always made his home under the ground. 
H e has no concern as to whether he digs 
under a fine cornstalk or a sheaf of 
blooming wheat 
l i e has been eating 
for centuries undisturbed, a n d t h is new 
condition alarms him. but he stays on. 
If the p rairie dog chooses a sp ot that 
ap p ears suitable for a p leasant home, 
he gathers his kitli and kin, and in a 
comp aratively short time his tribe lias 
multip lied 
at 
comp ounded 
rates 
until 
solid acres are not commodious enough 
for Hie family. ^ T hey make the soil al­ 
most useless. 
T heir holes are connected 
by miniature tunnels, so that, while the 
ground may a p p e ar solid, it is in reality 
unsafe and dangerous to man and beast. 
T h e death of many riders on the p lains 
is a silent testimonial to the iniquity of 
the p rairie dog. 
T h e stockmen of the west urged the 
dep a rtm ent of agriculture to take some 
measures to check the increasing annoy­ 
ances from the dogs, and the relentless 
w arfare followed. 
Range imp rovement 
in national forests is one of the chief 
objects of grazing regulation, and the 
forest service was charged 
with 
the 
work of extermination. 
T h e first ex­ 
p eriments were m a d e in p arts of Lead- 
ville and Pike national forests, where 
the p rairie dogs p op ulated a territory 
of 3<x> square miles. 
A dog town of 
seventy-five acres was selected, and p oi­ 
son was p rep ared by coating wheat with 
strychnine solution made alluring by mo­ 
lasses and anise seed, 
a 
combination 
which no p rairie dog can resist. 
This 
p oisoned wheat was p laced at the mouth 
of each hole, and the men soon became 
so exp ert at their work th a t they could 
ride along on horse and drop the death 
dealer with great rap idity. 
When the first 
night came and the 
sound of horses’ hoofs no longer dis­ 
turbed 
the 
village, tin* town fathers 
p op p ed their heads out of the holes, and 
after a survey of th e ground saw that 
the humans 
had 
disap p eared. 
Shrill 
shrieks of delight came from a hundred 
families when it was seen that a meal 
was already p rep ared. 
Without fear the 
hungry dogs p ounced on the wheat, and 
in less than an hour the p op ulation of 
the town had decreased about 9 0 p er 
cent. 
The crafty ones who escap ed the first 
feast, or tnose wiio were not hungry at 
that time, were killed on the second trip 
ot the foresters, and in a short time ev­ 
ery dog was dead. 
T h e action of the 
p oison is almost instantaneous, the dogs 
not having time to crawl into their holes 
after feasting. 
Next sp ring the forest 
service p romises to go into the killing 
business on a larger scale.

condition. 
Spring-hatched chick ens are 
now well 
developed in both frame and mu scle and 
need only a special ration to finish them 
off. 
The best fattening ration for these 
chick ens, as well as for those of more 
m atu re si/« *, is one part by weight of 
grou nd oats, one part beef scraps, two 
parts of wheat middlings and fou r {» arts 
of yellow corn meal. 
These shou ld be 
mixed thorou ghly together and redu ced 
to a thick liqu id by

Two feeds of this ration

Messina, whose tragic history has 
been marked by tidal waves and wars 
and which was the center of this lat­ 
est terrestrial maelstrom, was shaken 
to ruins. 
Flanrns burst forth to com­ 
plete the eiry’g destruction and to burn 
alive untold numbers helplessly pin­ 
ioned beneath fallen walls and broken 
timbers. 
The strait of Messina was 
shaken and twisted by the earth’s 
trembling,

The ports and villages on both the con­ 
tinental

houses along the coasts were swal­

Navigation is now danger­ 
ous and in some places impossible. 
In the Calabrian district, which was 
only beginning to recover from the ef­ 
fects of the earthquake of 1905, Reggio 
was the center of the earth’s upheaval. 
The seaport of Reggio is reported as 
no longer existing and the city proper 
is in ruins.
